munity. The  past  ten  years  have  passed  quickly, 
but  stand  as  a  significant  decade  in  my  life.  I  leave 
the  presidency  of  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry 
with  the  richness  of  new  friends,  close  colleagues,  and  the 
knowledge  that  my  accomplishments  were  largely  due  to  a 
competent  and  supportive  staff  and  faculty.  The  presidency 
was  at  first  seen  by  me  as  an  opportunity  to  direct  important 
and  deliberate  change  at  this  College.  Later  I  realized  it  was 
a  special  gift  that  gave  back  the  opportunity  for  personal  and 
professional  growth  that  otherwise  may  never  have  occurred.

The  College  stands  at  the  door  of  the  next  century, 
prepared  to  be  a  world  leader  in  optometric  education.  As 
supporters  of  the  College,  we  are  all  stewards  of  the  solemn 
responsibilities  of  preparing  students  for  entry  into  the  profes- 
sion of  optometry,  contributing  to  the  advancement  of  the 
profession  so  that  those  who  follow  will  have  a  vantage  point 
better  than  ours,  and  continuing  the  legacy  of  this  great 
institution  which  has  given  so  much  to  our  own  lives. 

It  is  not  easy  to  say  farewell,  but  it  is  necessary  to  do  so. 
The  time  is  right  for  me  to  confront  new  challenges,  to  begin 
the  new  chapter  in  my  career.  The  time  is  also  right  for  new 
leadership  to  reset  the  course  for  this  College  and  to  lead  it  into 
the  twenty-first  century.

Dr.  Clausen  begins  his  tenure  at  Pacific  University  as  Vice  President  of 
Academic  Affairs  this  fall. 
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here  will  be  many  reflections  as  the  mil- 
lennium approaches  —  ours  is  bittersweet  as  we 
bid  farewell  to  Dr.  Larry  Clausen.  During 
Larry's  watch  the  College  has  fast  approached 
becoming  a  world  class  institution. 

Larry's  optimism  has  been  infectious.  He  has  a  knack  for 
empowering  individuals  and  allowing  them  to  accomplish  and 
take  ownership  of  undertakings  that  would  not  have  been  pre- 
dicted. What  I  perhaps  admire  the  most,  is  that  he  knew  when 
to  step  down  and  make  room  for  a  new  vision.  He  has  accom- 
plished most  of  the  goals  that  were  set  out,  and  now  the  mantle 
has  been  passed  to  Dr.  Alan  Lewis  '65,  an  alumnus  who  knew 
the  College  during  much  different  times.

As  an  alum- 
nae, I  applaud  the  developments  at  our  alma  mater  in  the 
1990s  and  welcome  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  vision 
for  the  next  century  with  President  Lewis.

Committee,  Lester  M.  Brackley  '68,  O.D.,  and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Norman 
C.  Spector,  Esq.  The  selection  follows  a  six-month  national  search  for  a  successor  to  Larry 
R.  Clausen,  O.D.,  Ed.D.,  who  announced  in  December  1998  he  was  stepping  down. 

Dr.  Lewis  is  presently  Dean  of  the  Michigan  College  of  Optometry  at  Ferris  State 
University  where  he  has  served  for  eight  years.  From  1972  through  1991,  Dr.  Lewis  held  a 
variety  of  teaching,  administrative,  clinical,  and  research  positions  at  the  State  University  of 
New  York  College  of  Optometry.  He  also  served  on  the  faculties  of  the  New  School  for  Social

CORD  Update 

The  China  Opcometry  Resource  Development  Project 
(CORD)  has  successfully  completed  its  first  year  of  the  pro- 
ject. In  July,  the  College  hosted  the  second  formal  meeting 
of  the  Strategic  Alliance  Planning  Committee.  Much  was 
accomplished  during  this  first  year.  Most  exciting  are  the 
curriculum  materials  which  the  scholars  in  the  program  have 
developed  during  their  time  at  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry,  the  University  of  Houston  College  of 
Optometry,  and  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  School  of 
Optometry.  Other  instructors  within  the  Chinese  consortium 
can  now  utilize  these  materials  in  teaching  their  own  classes. 

Members  of  the  Steering  Committee  are:  Dr.  David 
Heath  '83  (Co-chairman),  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry;  Dr.  Qu  Jia  (Co-chairman),  National  Optometry 
Research  Center  and  the  Ministry  of  Public  Health,  PRC; 
Dr.  Jerald  Strickland,  University  of  Houston;  Dr.  Anthony 
Adams,  University  of  California-Berkeley;  Dr.  Chu  Renyuan,

Dr.  David  A.  Heath,  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs,  will  be 
the  Keynote  Speaker  at  the  China  Optometric  Association 
meeting  in  Wenzhou,  China,  November  20-22,  1999.  This 
meeting  is  the  first  meeting  for  the  newly  formed  organiza- 
tion and  represents  the  growing  maturation  of  the  optomet- 
ric profession  in  the  world's  most  populated  country.  Dr. 
Heath  will  present  a  talk  entitled,  "Optometry  Education  in 
China:  Local  Needs  -  Global  Interests". 

Degrees  Awarded  In  Spain 

On  May  1,  Drs.  Larry  Clausen  and  Clifford  Scott  '68, 
attended  commencement  exercises  in  Madrid,  Spain. 
Graduating  were  the  first  class  in  the  Bachelor's  of  Science  in 
Optometry  degree  program  in  Spain.  The  Bachelor's  was 
given  in  conjunction  with  the  Centra  Boston  de  Optometria 
y  Oftalmologia,  directed  by  Dr.  Fernando  Hidalgo  Santa 
Cruz  '87.  Twenty-six  students  received  their  degrees.  We 
expect  to  offer  a  similar  program  in  the  near  future.

Rs  we  approach  the  21st  century,  the  College  is  at  a 
crossroad.  The  1990s  have  been  a  decade  of  immense 
growth,  and  a  series  of  recent  changes  ptesent  the 
College  the  opportunity  to  forge  new  paths.  A  look 
back  at  the  1990s  reveals  an  academic  insritution,  that 
through  planning  and  leadership,  has  aligned  its  academic 
and  clinical  programs  with  its  mission  to  educate 
optometrists  to  the  highest  level  of  proficiency,  integrity, 
and  professionalism. 

The  astonishing  growth  of  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry  this  past  decade  is  in  many  ways  a  testament  to 
the  vision  and  leadership  of  Dr.  Larry  R.  Clausen,  who 
became  the  College's  fourth  President  in  1990. 

Dr.  Clausen  assumed  the  role  of  academic  dean  in  1982. 
Within  a  few  short  years  of  joining  the  College,  Dean 
Clausen's  strong  leadership  brought  consensus  and  stability 
to  the  faculty  and  built  a  rich  and  progressive  academic  pro- 
gram. In  1988,  Dean  Clausen's  skill  at  recognizing  external 
changes  in  the  profession  was  apparent  when  quoted  in  a 
Perspective  article  "Optometrists  need  to  be  well  prepared  to 
establish  practice  in  a  variety  of  settings  and  participate  in  a 
variety  of  health  care  delivery  structures.  We  are  approaching 
a  time  when  there  will  be  certification  of  specialties  in  the 
profession".  Dean  Clausen  routinely  modified  and  enhanced 
the  curriculum  to  better  prepare  students  for  future 
challenges. 

In  1989,  upon  the  departure  of  former  President  Sylvio 
Dupuis,  Dr.  Clausen  served  as  interim  president  until  1990 
when  he  was  named  the  fourth  President  of  the  College. 

In  1990,  Dr.  Clausen's  tenure  and  the  decade  began 
with  several  pressing  issues.  There  was  uncertainty  regarding 
whether  the  College  should  move  to  another  location,  which 
might  better  suit  its  needs.  A  reduction  in  federal  and  state 
support  forced  an  increasing  reliance  on  student  tuition  as  a 
source  of  revenue.  The  applicant  pool  to  the  College  and 
other  optometric  colleges  was  declining,  while  the  scope 
of  optometric  practitioners  was  expanding,  placing  new 
demands  on  the  academic  and  clinical  programs  of  the 
institution. 

In  1990  and  1991,  Dr.  Clausen,  in  partnership  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  representatives  of  the  College,  laid  the 
foundation  for  change  through  a  set  of  planning  retreats.

The  outcome  of  that  planning 
process  provided  the  College 
with  a  renewed  sense  of  vision  for 
the  institution  and  the  frame- 
work for  initiatives  for  the 
1990s.  Those  initiatives,  titled 
the  four  Breakthrough  Goals 
were: 

®  To  establish  a  bioscience 

research  center  by  the  year  2000. 

•  To  increase  the  unrestricted 
endowment  to  $6  million  by 
the  year  2001. 

•--■  To  secure  the  necessary  patient 
base  for  the  New  England  Eye 
Institute. 

To  undertake  facility  improve- 
ments to  the  College's  Beacon 
Street  properties  by  1995. 

The  College  was  on  a  new  course,  committed  to  establishing 
a  strong  intellectual  environment  and  a  firm  financial  foun- 
dation for  the  future.  Changes  took  place  swiftly.  Under  Dr. 
Clausen's  leadership,  the  College  has  evolved  into  a  world 
leader  in  optometric  education. 

The  Outcome 

•  Over  the  course  of  the  decade,  the  College's  endowment 
grew  from  $lmillion  to  $11  million  dollars. 

•  Research  grants  to  the  College  during  the  1990s  totaled 
approximately  $7.5  million.  A  new  bioscience  and  other 
research  laboratories  have  been  built,  staffed,  and 
equipped. 

•  All  of  the  College's  facilities  were  renovated  to  meet  the 
evolving  needs  of  the  institution  in  the  next  century. 

o  The  addition  of  34  new  clinical  affiliations  in  12  states,  in 
combination  with  the  newly  refurbished  facilities,  provid- 
ed expansive  clinical  educational  opportunities  for  stu- 
dents. There  are  now  71  clinical  options  for  students. 

•  The  College  became  the  leader  in  the  education  of 
optometrists  worldwide  with  the  creation  of  the  Center 
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for  the  International  Advancement  of  Optometry.  In 
the  coming  century,  the  College  will  continue  to  build 
bridges  to  other  nations. 

Memorable  Benchmarks 
Bioscience 

In  1994,  the  College  received  $2.3  million  dollars  in 
new  research  grants  from  the  National  Eye  Institute.  This 
amount  exceeds  that  of  all  other  private  colleges  of  optome- 
try. 1994  also  marked  the  establishment  of  The  Myopia 
Research  Center  and  the  arrival  of  the  Children's  Vision 
Laborarory  (from  MIT). 

Endowment:  2000  In  Sight  Campaign 

In  1994,  the  College  marked  its  Centennial  with  a  Gala 
Celebration  and  embarked  on  a  $10  million  dollar  capital 
campaign,  2000  In  Sight.  In  1996,  the  2000  In  Sight 
Campaign  kicked-off  in  Rhode  Island;  in  1997,  the 
campaign  went  to  Maine;  and  in  1998,  the  campaign  was 
focused  in  Massachusetts.  The  Rhode  Island  and  Maine 
campaigns  total  $240,000  in  gifts  and  pledges. 


The  New  England  Eye  Institute 

In  1991,  a  new  director  was  hired  for  the  Boston  Optometric 
Center  to  integrate  advances  of  patient  care  and  education. 
The  Boston  Optometric  Center  was  renamed  the  New 
England  Eye  Institute  (NEEI)  in  1993.  In  1995,  the  New 
England  Eye  Institute  received  Boston  Magazine's  "Best  of 
Boston"  Award.  In  1996,  the  New  England  Eye  Institute 
facilities  at  1255  Boylston  Street  were  upgraded.  The  two- 
phase  project  consolidated  all  patient  care  and  clinical  space 
on  the  first  floor.  A  newly  designed  dispensary  was  relocated 
for  improved  visibility  from  the  outside  and  entrances,  and 
new  exam  rooms  were  completed.  In  1997,  the  ocular  dis- 
ease lab  and  other  pre-clinic  labs  moved  to  Boylston  Street. 
The  Center  for  Continuing  Education  is  also  relocated  to 
NEEI. 

Facility  Improvements  to  Beacon  Street  Properties 

In  1991,  the  first  phase  of  comprehensive  renovations  began 
nil   124  Beacon  Street  to  modernize  the  facility.  New  class- 
rooms, pre-clinic  areas,  research  laboratories,  a  bioscience 
laboratory,  offices,  and  a  second  floor  conference  room  were 
built.  That  first  phase  was  completed  in  1993-  In  1996,  The 
Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  presented  the  College 
with  the  1996  Preservation  Award  for  demonstrating  out- 
standing commitment  to  preservation  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts. 

The  second  phase  of  the  Beacon  Street  renovation  pro- 
ject that  combined  four  of  the  six  Beacon  Street  properties 
took  place  in  1998.  The  project  added  an  entire  new  struc- 
ture to  house  the  library  to  the  rear  of  418  Beacon  Street 
(Sears  residence),  created  new  work  space,  a  new  dining 
facility,  an  alumni  courtyard,  and  would  restored  the  Sears 
residence  ro  its  turn-of-the-century  elegance. 

In  late  fall  of  1998,  the  renovations  and  consrruction 
were  completed.  The  project  transforms  the  College's  Beacon 
Street  Campus  into  a  state-of-the-art  educational  facility. 
The  new  library  houses  a  computer  center,  circulation  desk, 
reference  areas,  and  a  historical  collection  room.  The  restora- 
tive work  is  recognized  in  1999,  when  the  College  is  given 
the  prestigious  "Preservation  Award"  from  the  Victorian 
Society  of  America's  New  England  Chapter  for  restoration 
of  the  Sears  Townhouse  Interiors. 


The  New  England  College  of  Optometry:  A  Leader  in  Worldwide  Education 


In  1  y  y  4 ,  the  Board  of  Trustees  endorsed  rhe  creation  of  the  Center  for  the  International  Advancement  of  Optometry.  The 
Center  coordinates  all  of  the  College's  growing  number  of  international  programs  and  advances  them  in  a  sound  and  strategic 
manner.  This  marked  the  inclusion  of  the  College's  commitment  to  international  programs  as  part  of  the  College's  mission. 
Throughout  the  1990s,  the  Center  delivered  programs  to  more  than  1,000  students  and  provided  support  in  20  coun- 
tries worldwide.  The  four  major  programs  the  Center  coordinated  during  this  period  were  the  Advanced  Standing 
International  Program  in  Italy,  the  China  Optometry  Resource  Development  Project  (CORD),  the  Bachelor  of  Science  pro- 
gram in  Spain,  and  the  Certificate  of  Advanced  Study  Program  in  South  Africa.  The  Center  also  coordinated  faculty  exchange 
programs  to  the  following  countries:  Israel,  Argentina,  Mexico,  South  Aftica,  India,  and  Ireland.

In  addition  to  programs  for  foreign-educated  optometrists,  the  College  has  endeavored  to  attract  international  students  into 
its  traditional  program,  as  well  as  its  accelerated  program  for  Ph.D.'s.  In  1999,  the  College  enrolls  more  foreign  students 
than  any  other  college  of  optometry  in  the  United  States,  with  the  largest  percent  enrolling  from  Canada.

Other  Achievements 

In  1991,  the  College  hires  its  first  director  of  recruitment 
and  develops  an  alumni  outreach  program  for  new  appli- 
cants. In  1992-1993,  the  number  of  applications  is  greater 
than  any  since  1979,  with  435  applicants  for  100  positions. 
Since  1991  the  increase  has  been  dramatic.  In  1999,  711 
applicants  applied  for  104  positions. 

In  the  early  1990s,  the  College  heightened  its  develop- 
ment of  optometric  educational  programs  in  countries  out- 
side of  the  United  States.  Programs  were  developed  in  Italy, 
Spain,  France,  China,  and  South  Africa  (for  more  detail  see 
sidebar  above).  In  1994,  The  Center  for  the  International 
Advancement  of  Optometry  was  established.  The  College 
becomes  the  first  United  States  optometric  institution  to 
deliver  the  Doctor  of  Optometry  degree  outside  of  the  U.S. 


In  1993,  the  Alumni  Association  merged  with  the 
College.  The  Association  having  previously  been  an  indepen- 
dent enterprise.  Working  with  members  of  the  Association, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  established  an  alumni  association 
endowed  scholarship  fund  and  a  full-time  position  was  creat- 
ed for  a  Director  of  Alumni  Affairs.  In  1995,  the  first  alum- 
ni and  continuing  education  weekend  was  held,  that  pro- 
gram is  in  its  fifth  year.

Grant  Awarded 

The  Massachusetts  Lion's  Eye  Research  Fund  recently  award- 
ed a  grant  for  $30,000  to  Dr.  Steven  Koevary,  a  faculty 
member  in  the  Department  of  Biological  Sciences  and 
Disease  for  the  project  entitled,  "Topical  insulin  administra- 
tion for  the  treatment  of  diabetic  retinopathy."  The  objective 
of  the  project  is  to  determine  whether  the  twice  daily  appli- 
cation of  insulin  eye  drops  can  prevent  or  even  reverse 
diabetic  retinopathy  in  a  rat  model  of  diabetes.  Many  of  the 
important  diabetic  retinopathic  complications  result  directly 
and  indirectly  from  a  reduction  in  retinal  insulin  levels. 
Therefore,  if  insulin  levels  can  be  restored  in  that  tissue, 
pathology  may  be  prevented.  Though  systemic  insulin  injec- 
tions also  restore  retinal  insulin  levels,  these  values  are  sub- 
ject to  large  and  unpredictable  fluctuations.

Remembering  Morris  Berman 

It  is  with  deep  sadness  that  I  infotm  you  of  the  death  of  Morris 
Berman.  I  wouldn't  be  surprised  if  you're  just  now  asking 

yourself,  who  is  Morris  Berman?  Yet  every 
alum  who  graduated  before  1995  had 
constant  alumni  communication 
from  Morris.  For  30+  years, 
Morris,  in  his  role  of  Alumni 
Association  Secretary/ 
Treasurer,  managed  the  finan- 
cial and  membership  aspects 
of  the  Association.  We  all 
remember  the  ancient  Address- 
O-Graph  files  and  the  index  card 
record  keeping  system.  We 
remember  the  Alumni  Board 
budget  meetings,  with  Morris  safeguarding  alumni  funds  as 
if  they  were  his  own.  He  was  the  one  constant  that  kept  the 
Alumni  Association  going  through  bettet  and  leaner  times. 
And  in  fact,  when  the  Alumni  Association  re-merged  with  the 
College,  we  were  able  to  endow  the  Alumni  Scholatship  Fund 
with  over  $70,000  in  assets. 

For  all  this,  Morris  refused  all  attempts  to  publicly  recog- 
nize his  efforts.  Morris  wasn't  even  an  alum  of  the  College.  He 
graduated  ISO  in  the  late  1930s  and  set  up  practice  in  Kenmore 
Square,  just  a  few  blocks  from  our  campus.  After  taking  some 
certificate  courses  at  MCO,  he  joined  our  alumni  board. 

As  an  optometrist,  Morris  loved  the  private  practice  mode. 
He  spent  time  with  his  patients,  learned  their  needs,  and 
helped  well  beyond  providing  just  glasses.  He  fought  hard  to 
maintain  the  practice  of  traditional  optometry,  while  the  pro- 
fession went  through  the  various  changes  of  DPA,  TPA,  and 
commercialization.  He  was  the  anchor  that  kept  the  Alumni 
Association  from  floundering  during  the  chaotic  years  of 
growth  and  change  in  our  profession.  He  will  be  missed.

Charitable  Gift  Annuity 

Minimum  initial  contribution  $10,000:  No  additions  — 
Additional  annuities  may  be  established 

A  charitable  gift  annuity  is  the  most  popular  and  sim- 
plest of  life  income  agreements  and  may  be  established 
with  a  girt  of  cash,  appreciated  securities,  or  appreciated 
marketable  property.  It  is  a  contract  between  the  donor 
and  the  College,  wherein  the  College  agrees  to  make 
fixed  payments  for  the  life  of  the  designated 
annuitant(s)  in  exchange  for  a  contribution.  The 
amount  of  the  annuity  payment  is  based  on  a  fixed 
percentage  of  the  original  value  of  the  gift  and  is  deter- 
mined by  the  age  of  the  beneficiary.  The  donor  can 
name  up  to  two  income  beneficiaries. 

The  advantages  are  an  income  tax  deduction  for  the 
difference  between  the  fair  market  value  of  the  initial 
gift  amount  and  the  actuarial  value  of  the  annuity,  a 
federal  estate  tax  deduction,  and  savings  on  probate 
costs  later.  When  the  contract  ends,  the  assets  come  to 
the  College  for  unrestricted  use  or  for  a  purpose  desig- 
nated by  the  donor.
